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ties by means of wedges, and these, together form 
the trestle which supports the drawing board. Lugs 
are fastened underneath the drawing board, allowing 
it to swing around in any position. The front part 
of the board is also provided with lugs, to which 
two adjusting racks are screwed. These racks have 
inclined indentations which rest on pins with a head 
to prevent their slipping off. The last indentation 
on the rack will set the board horizontal, and bring 
the table to the average standing height. A box of 
the length of the trestle is attached to the latter for 
holding all necessary drawing tools, and to the right 
side of the trestle is screwed a bracket for holding 
pencils, ink, etc., while at work. The price depends 
upon the size of the drawing board, the 23x31 inch 
size costing twelve dollars.

Mr. Holland, the traveling representative of the 
firm, is at present on his way to India to purchase 
rugs. In India rugs are no longer made by convicts 
in jails, but are manufactured by outside firms. 

The firm have a large assortment of Turkish rugs, 
of which the Hamidie, which is a large, loosely 
hand- woven rug, is sold at popular prices. A gen 
eral looseness of pile and spreading of pattern char- 
acterizes the Turkish rug. 

Messrs. W. & J. Sloane are at present furnishing 
and decorating the new Trocadero Club House in 
Providence, R. I., the various apartments of which 
are furnished in correct styles, and we hope in our 
next issue to illustrate the work the firm has done 
in furnishing this sumptnousclub house.

The short 
stories will be " How Christmas Came in the Little 
Black Tent," by Charlotte M. Valle; "Christy 
Ann's Rezavoy Ticnic," by Mary Hartwell Cather- 
wood ; " Tbe Moriurity Duckling Fair," by Florence 
Howell Hail ; and others by Capt. Curtis, Jessie 
Benton Fremont, Margaret Sidney and others. Wide 
Awa.ee contains one hundred pages each month, 
and the price is only $2.4) a year.

Sir Edwin Abnold, in the December Forum, 
gives a description of Tennyson. Everybody knows 
by photograph the manner of man Lord TennysonJs, 
— surely a_beautif ul face if ever the adjective could 
be applied to masculine features, and never more 
beautiful in any stage of life than now, when age 
has fixed all the finer features and lent them a new 
dignity and majesty. Everybody is familiar with 
the broad forehead, the clear, deep eyes, the 
strongly cut nose, and finely chiseled lips, the 
long hair fringing those temples. — shrines of high 
thought, — and the genial, massive and commanding 
aspect of the poet. Albeit past his eighty-second 
birthday, Lord Tennyson's figure is only weakened, 
not broken, by age. His hair preserves much of its 
old, dark color, and, excepting in places, is hardly 
more than "sable-silvered." His spirit is as alert, 
his glance as keen and alight, as ever. 

■ Thh second part of Mr. James's "Chaperon" 
opens the Atlantic Monthly for December, and 
is another of the odd but cleverstories with which 
Mr. James is fond of quizzing the public. This is 
followed by a paper (to be the first of a series of 
such articles) on " Joseph Severen and His Corre- 
spondents." The correspondents are Bichard 
Westmacott, the painter ; George Richmond, the 
painter, and others ; but the most interesting letter 
of the series is from John Ruskin, giving his first 
impressions of Venice. Professor A, V. G. Allen 
writes sympathetically of " The Transition of New 
England Theology," apaper which is based on the 
teachings of Dr. Hopkins ; and Mr. Lafcadio Hearn 
continues his Japanese sketches in a paper on " The 
Most Ancient Shrine of Japan," a shrine never be- 
fore visited by a foreigner, and the treasures of 
which Mr. Lafcadio Hearn describes with his usual 
vivid color. Miss Repplier has a paper on "The 
Praises of War," and tells about the poets who have 
BUDg them, giving quotations from some of. the most 
stirring war ballads and war songs which celebrate 
" the deeds that belong to all ages and all nations, 
a heritage for every man who walks this troubled 
earth." There Is a paper by Professor Charles H. 
Moore of Cambridge, on " The Modern- Art of 
Painting in France," and a most valuable essay on 
" Richard Third," by the late James Russell Lowell, 
— an essay which, it will be remembered, was read 
some years ago at Chicago, but which has never be- 
fore been printed. 

The editor announces for the January number the 
beginning of a serial entitled " Don 1 Orsino," by 
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F. Marion Crawford, author of " Sant Ilario," 
" Saracioesca," etc., and an article by Henry James 
on Lowell's London Life. Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co., Boston. 

Rear Admiral Luce does not believe that arbitra- 
tion is an adequate measure for the settlement of 
international disputes. He sees moral as well as 
physical advantages in war, which he describes in an 
article which he has written. for the December num- 
ber of the North American Review. 

The December Arena opens Volume V. of this 
powerful and progressive review with an array of 
attractions so strong, brilliant, and attractive, that it 
emphasizes afresh the opinion expressed before that 
it steadily improves with each issue. Full page" 
portraits of J. G. Whittier and Edgar Fawcett are 
the artistic features. Among the leading contrib- 
utors on serious problems are Camilla Flainmarlon. 
Hon. David A. Wells, Prof. T. Funck-Brentano, of 
the Paris Academy of Science, Edgar Fawcett, Rev. 

C. A. Bartol, and Helen Campbell. Mrs. Campbell 
also contributes a powerfal novellette of twenty- 
four pages, dealing with hypnotism and insanity, 
entitled " In the Meshes of a. Terrible Spell." Ham- 
lin-Garland appears in a delightful Western sketch. 
In order to give the usual space for serious essays, 
the" publishers have enlarged this issue sixteen 
pages, making one hundred and forty-four pages. 
The Arena has long since forged its way into the 
front rank of the world's great reviews, and is now 
recognized as the ablest exponent of liberal, pro- 
gressive thought in America. The popular features 
peculiar to it are giving ib a constantly increasing 
circulation. 

In " Pen Pictures of the Bosphorus," by Alfred 

D. F. Hamlin, in New England Magazine for De- 
cember, thus describes a Turkish kitchen : A stone- 
fligged floor, one ortwo tables and rush-seated stools, 
a marble fountain and basin at one side, and across 
the whole end of the room a cavernous arch, gather- 
ing up the smoke of a half dozen tiny charcoal fires, 
— these are what one sees in a Turkish kitchen. The 
great arch and the stone bench "or ledge under it, 
with its minute fireplaces heating each its kettle or 
stewpan, forms the ojak or range, and is equipped at 
one end with a copper cauldron and at the other 
with a brick oven. Around the wall hangs an im- 
posing array of shining copper saucepans, and some- 
times there stands in the corner a huge terra cotta 
amphora of antique pattern, to serve as water cooler 
when the cistern is low or the aqueduct runs dry. In 
this primitive atelier, the turbaned chef fanning the 
microscopic fireplaces with a turkey's tail, or damp- 
ing them with ashes to keep the stew at a gentle 
simmer, concocts his savory chorbas, his toothsome 
pUa/s and well seasoned dotmas, with results which 
no epicure ventures to despise. 

The useful applications of science are especially 
prominent in The Popular Science Monthly for 
December. First comes a copiously illustrated pa- 
per, by Edwin A. Barber, on "The Rise of the Pot- 
tery Industry," in the series on American industries. 
In this are described the undertakings of the early 
American potters, with figures of some of their ware, 
and of the aparatus used in making it. Mr. P. D. 
Ross contributes a description of the " Type-casting 
Machines" just coming into use, which bid fair to 
revolutionize the printing trade. Cuts of the two 
rival machines are given. Prof. G. L. Goodale's, ad- 
dress on the "Possibilities of Economic Botany," is 
concluded, the topics considered being fruits, tim- 
bers, fibers, fodder plants, etc. The editorials deal 
with the decline of popular heroes, political justice, 
and modern charities.
